Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant's arguments filed 31 October 2005 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Examiner respectfully disagrees with 
applicant's arguments as the applied reference(s) provide more than adequate support and to further clarify (see the comments in this 
section and Final Action mailed on 05 May 2005). 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); 
In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

Regarding applicant's argument on pg 1 , 2 nd paragraph, "...no prima facie obviousness...", the Examiner respectfully disagrees. Leung 
teaches of the base station processing and using the collected, aggregated, and accumalated data and statistics (see col. 2, lines 39-43; 
col. 12, lines 9-13), where the base station uses the data and statistics to assign channels and hand-off calls. The system of Leung does 
not obviate the system from collecting pertinent data and statistics in which a system must collect data for call management, billing, etc. 
Leung's system "...makes efficient use of network resources..." (see col. 1 , lines 45) by having an architecture that can share the 
processing load. Ivanov teaches "...data calculated by the mobile station and/or the base station..." (see col. 4, lines 24-25), where data 
is calculated by the base station and/or mobile station that is used to determine a hand over decision process. Therefore, the combination 
of Leung and Ivanov more than adequately meets the claimed limitation(s). 


In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can 
only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 
(Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Ivanov teaches of a system in which the base station and/or the mobile station can calculate data (see col. 
4, lines 24-25) in order to monitor the time a mobile station is within a cell (see col, 3, lines 42-48) for decision finding of a hand over of a 
mobile station in a hierarchic cell structure (see col. 4, lines 3-8). 
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
